All the Prifoners taken at the Battle of Gladsmuir, 
have been brought ro Town, and are moft humanely 
and civily ufed, agreeably to the Orders iffued in 
that Refpe€@. The Officers were lodged in Quecnsbe- 
ry Houfe, but are fince at Liberty upon Parole, Not to 
depart from the City, nor correfpond with the Garifon 
of th. Caftle, &c. ‘The Soldiers remain confined in tae 
Churth and Prifons of Canongate, &c. 

Betides the Lift ot Prifoners taken at the Battle, and 
publifhed in our laft, we learn, That Sir Thomas Hay 
of Park (in the County of Galloway) Bart. a Lieute- 
nant in Col. Murray’s Regiment, was made Prifoner and 
his left Hand qu'te cut off, but is neverthelclS in a fair 
Way of doing weil. 

Aud We leara that Captain Brymer of Guife’s Regi- 
ment, has died of his Wonnds in the Country; that 
Lieutenant Crantton of Colonel Murray’s Regiment, 
and Captain Holloway are alfo dead of their Wounds. 

Certain it is, that never were fuch Strokes feen given 
by Sword as on the above Occation; not only Men’s 
Hands and Feet were cut off, but even the Legs of Hor- 
fes; and what many faw may be affirm’d for Truth, viz. 
* That a Highland Gentleman (who led up a Divifion) 
* after breaking through Murray’s Regiment, fetching a 
* Blow at a Grenadier, the poor Fcllow naturally gor 
* up his Hand over Head, and not only had his bisnd 
* Jop’d off, but alfo his Scull cut abovean Inch deep, fo 
*. chat he expired on the Spot.’ — 

Many Things happened that Day, as uncommon and 
marvelous, as the Even.s which preceeded aud have fol- 
Jowed that A@ion feem portentuous, and the Effeét of 
an Influence more than human. 

So that the Battle of Gladfmuir fought on the 2a1ft of 
September 1745, will be clalicd amongft the moft re- 
markabie Britith Eras. 

By this Battle, an innocent Genileman’s Life was fa- 
ved (a Writer of this City) who had been adjudged to 
be hang-d at the Head of General Cope’s Army, on Sa- 
turday at ten o’Clock before Noon, asaSpy. He un- 
luckily happened, in his Way trom th’s City to Had- 
dington, on Bufinefs, to fall in with the General’s Camp, 
snd b's Father being at the Time a Field-Officer in the 
Prince’s Army, he was fuilpeéted as.a Reconnoiter of 
theirs. 

After the moit ftri& Enquiry it now moft.obvioufly 
appears that only 1456 ot the Highland Army engaged 
and foiled that commanded by Mr. Cope. 

The Officers who are Prifoners, extol the Humanity 
of the Gentlemen who commanded the tiighland Troops, 
and acknowledge that no Miltary (equal) Force, with 
all che Difcipline and Stratagems of War yet devifed, 
ccuuld have withftood the Refolution and Ardour of the 
Highlanders on this Occation. ) 





The Tents and other Usenfils furnithed by this City 
to the Army, were yeiterday and this Morning fent down 
to the Avbay; thefe, with the Tents taken from the E- 
nemy at the Battle, will ferve the whole Army; fo that 
they will encamp this Night, They have alfo got a pret- 
ty Park of Artillery, which they are repairing and aug- 
menting with all Diligence. 

Yelterday a Letter was read at the Prince’s Court, 
dated at London, the 17th inft. advifing, That on the oth 
five French Men of War, and 20 Tranfports with 
Troops aboard failed from the Port of Dunkirk, tteering 
Northward. 

A Letter from Capt. H e, dated at Canongate 
Monday Night luft, to his Friend at Invernefs, has been 
intercepted; it narrates, ‘That while he was:along 
* with the two Regimeuts of Dragoons at Corftorphine, 
* &c. a Serjeant had been imployed to reconnvitre the 
* Highland Army, difguifed ; That by Means of a 
* Friend, he had at Linlithgow, the Serjeant pafled a-

* with Horfes, &c. What vpon the Serjeant’s Return, he 
* was examiued upon Oath, and deponed, That he be- 
* lieved the Highland Army was then sooo ftrong, be- 
* fides fome itimall Out-parties; that he faw Prince 
* Charles that Morning fitting along with the Men on the 
* Grats, his Horfe’s Bridle over his Arm ; that upon an 
* Alarm of the Dragoons advancing, he put up in his 
* Pockit a Cruft oF tern Bread he had been eating, 
* and callingto Arms, faid with a loud Voice, March, 
* my Friends, my beloved Countrymen, let us advance in 
* the Name of the Lord! Upon which the Letter-wri- 
* ter has this Remark, This Charles bids fair to imitate 
* the Royal Swede of that Name. 

A Letter from London fays, ‘ The Chevalier de 
* St. George has certainly lett Rome ; and faid to be 
* bound for Scotland.—And as this Court expeéts a De- 
* fcent from Dunkirk, or fome other Port in France, 
* the Regiments of Horfe of Montague, Wade, and 
* Lord Mark Ker are ordered to the Coaft of Kent to 
‘ly. And we hear thatthe Dutch Regiments which 
* landed fix Days ago at Leith, &c. will be ordered up 
* to Lancafhire, there to jo'n the reft of that Body, wha 
* are landed in the River. 

A Lutter from Forfar, dated Tuefday Morning laft 
fays, * General Gordon of Glenbucket is arrived here,

Letters from Holland fiy, That the States General are 
much embaraffed with refpect to the fending over to Scot- 
land the 6000 auxiliary Troops, ever fince the Abbe de 
Ja Ville prefented the following Memorial. 

High and Mighty Lords, 

Ts King having been informed that your High Migh- 

tineffes were dcrermtioed to fend over to England, 
asjauxiliary Troops to the King of Great Britain, 8 of 
the Battalions that defended Tournay, or the other Pla- 
ces which his Majelty has conquered in the Netherlands ; 
his Majelty eaufed the Capitulation of Tournay to be 
laid before him, on theFeoting of which the Capitalati- 
ons of the other Places were made. There ’t's exprefs’d 
in plaii Terms, * That the Troops may not firve againit 
* his Majefty, nor againft his Allies, until the 1ft of Ja- 
* nuary 1747, nor perform any Military Function of 
* what Nature foever it be, in the remotett Places from 
* the Frontier; and that neither the Officers nor the Sol- 
: diers thall, during that Term, be put into foreign Ser- 

vice,’ 

This Engagement is fo clear and precife, that the King 
did not cbr he ought to give Credit to the Reports 
fpread in the Beginning of the Month of Auguit, that 
your High Mightinefles had fome Thoughts of making 
thofe Troops ferve as Auxiliaries to the King of Great 
Britain in England or Scotland: And his Majefty can- 
not but look upon as an Infraction of the Capitulations 
he was pleafed to grant to the Republick’s Troops, the 
deftinating or employing, in any fhape, thofe Troops as 
Auxiliaries to the King of England, after their having 
been obliged torenounce the Title of Auxiliaries to the 
oo of Hungary foralimited Term. The Obligation 
of not going, during that Term, into any foreign Service, 
is even forefeen and exprefly ftipulated in the Capitals: 
on of Tournay, for any Officers or Soldiers of thof€ 
Troops; and confequently a much ftronger Argument 
why it fhould be looked upon as a formal Engagement, 
binding the whole.Body.of Troops that falls within that 
Capitulation, . 





Moreover, Highand Mighty Lords, your High Migh- 
tineffés will, no doubt, judge, that the King and his Al- 
lies may have a Mind to attack England on her Conti- 
nent. Thofe Troops ought by no means to be tranfport- 
ed thither, to ferve as Auxiliaries ; befides, that the fenc- 
ing them into Great Britain, cannot but the better enable 
the Englith to keep up and employ againft his Majefty 
and his Allies, in the Netherlands or elfewhere, divers 
Bodies of their national Troops. 

All thefe Reafons thew how irregular it is to deftine 
for England the Troops that made Part of the Garrifon 
of Tournay, or the other Places conquered by his Maje- 
fty’s Arms; nay, how abfolutely incompatible it is with» 
the Letter and the Spirit of the Capiuutasions. The King 
has theretore a Right to expe& from the Equity anc bomne 
foi of your High Mightinefies, who make Proteflion of 
being fo faithful to your Engagements, that you will not 
fo far fail him on this Occafion, as to violate thofe 
which your Troops fo exprefly contra&ted, and which, 
according to the Laws of War, fall within the Law of 
Nations in the ftri€teftt Senfe. > »

roaching Peace: And it is faid the King of Poland has 
ower to aét and agree both for himfelf and her Hunga- 
rian Majefty. 

Whatever has been faid concerning the March of Ba- 
varians, for the Service of his Britannick Majefty, is now 
contradiéted. _ However, the Eleétor is reprefented as 
in a Difpofition to let out his Troops, in cate his* Mini- 
fters can make an Agreement to his Satisf..&’on. 

The King of the Romans was to meet his Confort laft 
Week at Afchaffenburg, and it is expeéted we fhall hear 
of his being crowned Emperor either on Tucfday laft, or 
on Monday next. 

From Nuremberg indeed we are told, that the Troops 
of the Circle of Franconia are already in Motion, and 
that the other aflociated Circles are going to put theirs in 











Motion alfo. They talk of having very foon an Army 
compofed of the Troops of this Affociation, of no lefs 
than 42,000 Men. 

The Allied Army in Brabant, which by this time has 
been joined by the Heffians, continued in the Camp be- 
hind the Canal of Vilvorden when the lait Letters came 


from it. Both they, and the French, who reinained al- 
fo about Aloft, talk of going foon into Winter Quar- 
ters: Yet fome will have it, that the Duke of Cumber- 
Jand ftill meditates an Enterprize of Eclat. 

Nothing at pretent is here fo worthy of Notice, asthe 
March ot the Count de Clermont Gallerande for the 
Mofelle and Rhine. But the Number of his Troops is 
very differently reported: Some Accounts make them 
only 316, and otheis near 30,009. 

The Dutch Troops at Willcinftadt continued Wea- 
ther bound: But we fince hear that fome of them are 
landed in Great Britain. 

The Sardinian Monarch’s Indifpofition in Italy will 
certainly throw a gicat Damp upon the Caule of the Al- 
liance there, of which his Majetty was the Spirit and 
Soul. _ It is thought the Spaniards, after getting Poflef- 
tion of the Citadel of Tortona, are going to icize Plas 
centia, and it is certain they are fortifying Caftel Gio- 
vanna. 

Ships laden with Provifions are daily taken by the 
Englith, in their Way to Genoa, and fent into Leghorn. 

Almoft as much Noife is made in Italy about tne fly 
Departure of the Chevalier’s fecond Son, as we had a 
Year and a half ago, upon the Journey of his Elder Bro- 
ther. 

The Turks talk at Conftantinople of having gained 
fume Advantages inthe Perfian War ; but report, atthe
